fnapt up by the Enemy ; aud there were but very few kill'd or wounded in the City, 
er that the French were Retreated, our Troops continued in their Poſts til Night. 
e Count De Naſſaw, Mareſchal De Camp, aud all the other Generals, and Off 
cers behav'd themfelves extreamly well in this Occafion : All the Souldiers ſhew'tl 
extraordinary Courage, as well as Eagerneſs to be engag d with the Enemy. The Vj- 
ory would not have ſtopt here, if we could have purſued the Enemy further ; but the 
Scituation of the Ground was an invincible Obſtacle to the Put,..it, Fhe Engliſh 
did more particularly Signalize themſelves in this Action, having given ſingular 
Proofs of their Bravery: I congratulate your Lordſhips upon the good Succeſs of this 
Excounter, hoping that God will further Bleſs your Arms after a more peculiar man-
